MONAGHAN SMUGGLING CASE. 
A fine of £100 was imposed at Monaghan 


District Court on Tuesday on a widow named 
Bridget Meehan, who lives at Derrynart, 
Carrickroe, near the Tyrone border, for im- 
porting a lady's costume and blonse, on 
which the requisite duty had not been paid. 

A Customs preventative officer said that 
he saw the defendant approach by an un- 
approved road, carrying a parcel under her 
arm. She denied having anything dutiable. 
On opening the parcel the witness found a 
new costume and blonse, and on the inner 
side of the wrapper the name, ‘‘ McKenna, 
merchant tailor, Aughnacloy.”’ The defen- 
dant paid £19 16s. 9d., three times the value 
and the duty. This had been returned by 
the Commissioners, who had elected to pro- 
ceed for the full penalty of £100. 
Í . In cross-examination, the witness said that 
i the defendant was a widow and lived with 
her brother-in-law, who was a schoolmaster. 
i Her husband had died some little time ago, 

and she said that she was on the way to the 
graveyard. 

The defendant pleaded ND of com- 
mitting an offence. Her husband died in 
May last, and she had a poor farm of 15 
or 16 acres. 

District Justice Hannan said that he hoped 
this case would be a lesson to the public 
generally. He had ‘no alternative but to 
impose the full penalty of £100. If the 
Commissioners asked for a warrant to en- 
force that decision they were entitled to it, 
and the defendant was liable for the pay- 
ment of the full amount. Having regard te 
the circumstances of the defendant, a 
smaller penalty in her case would be equiva- 
lent to more than £100 in the case of a 
person in, better circumstances, and he re- 
cammended that the Commissioners should 
take these matters into consideration, 

An order was made for the confiscation of 
the costume and blouse.

The only persons he saw on the Tuesday were 
Joe McDonnell, Mr. Lambert and two girls 
selling raffle tickets When leaving La 
Mancha on the Tuesday night he saw Joe 
McDonnell reading a} newspaper in the 
kitchen. 

Continuing his evidence, Chief Super- 
intendent’ Leahy said that on the 9th of 
April, at the Civic Guard Barrack, Malahide, 
he saw the prisoner. Winess put certain 
questions to him. Witness took down the 
answers and read them ‘over to McCabe, who 
signed them. 

KEYS OF THE SAFE. 
Mr. Bewley then read a statement by 
McCabe, which was to the effect that the keys 
of the safe, which he had handed to Super- 
intendent O'Halloran, were found in a grey 
tweed trousers in a wardrobe in Peter 
McDonnell’s bedroom. 
James Kehily, Kinsealy, labourer, stated 
that on Sunday, March 28th, he was walking

On 
the following hight hé “was Zing home from 
Malahide about 10.15 p.m., and met McCabe 
near the railway bridge going towards 
Malahide. 
Detective-Sergeant John Mooney stated that 
he arrived at La Mancha at 10.15 on March 
Sist. The fire brigade was at work there. 
McCabe was standing at the front of the 
house smoking a cigarette, Witness said: 
“This is an awlful business, and McCabe 
replied; “ It is, and I after being up all 
night. They were all right when T ‘left here 
last night, and when I came here this morning 
I got; an awful fright.” Witness then 
described the door which the prisoner had 
stated was burst in. 
Answering a juror, the witness said that 
the key was in position in the lock at the 
inside of the door, and the bolt was ‘‘shot."’

THE LYNHAM v. BUTLER CASE. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
JOHNSTO 


The hearing was continued of the appeal 
brought by the defendant in the case of 
Francis Lynham, of 27 Londonbridge road, 
Dublin, against the Rev. M. Butler, P.P., of 
Roundwood, Co. Wicklow, from an order of 
Mr. Justice Wylie declaring that the tenancy 
created by the lease of July. 30, 1920, was a 
letting for temporary convenience, made on 
June 21, 1926, reversing an order previously 
made by him on February 7, 1924, as the 
result of certain letters disclosed in connection 
with the matter by the plaintiff's solicitors. 
The grounds on which the appeal was based 
were that the order was made without juris- 
diction and in excess of jurisdiction; that the 
matters in dispute between the parties were 
ves judicata, and had been already determined 
and decided in favour of the defendant 
tenant) by a competent Court (Mr. Justice 
Nylie), and could not be re-opened; and also 
that the letters mentioned were not disclosed 
with reasonable diligence, and were not con- 
clusive as to the issues involved. 
The plaintiff in the action claimed possession 
from the defendant of the house, offices and 
lands of Mount Seskin, containing 668 acres, 
in the parish of Tallaght, barony of Upper 
Cross, do. Dublin, and also part of the said 
lands known as the “Causeway Farm,” 
together with the shooting and all other rights 
attached to the lands. 
It appeared that the late Mrs, MacInerney, 
who was tenant for life of the be; made 
a lease of the lands for her life to the de- 
fendánt, the Rev. Dr. Butler, who continued 
in possession aíter her death; and when the 
new Land Act, of 1923 came into operation, 
and all “tenanted '” lands, with some excep- 
tions, became vested in the Land Commission, 
it was decided by Mr. Justice Wylie that the 
lands came under the provisions of the Act, 
his decision being upheld on appeal by Mr. 
Justice Sullivan, President of the High Court, 
and by the Supreme Court. 

Subsequently the order now appealéd from 
was made by Mr. Justice Wylie on June 21 
last, declaring that the letting of the lands. to 
the defendant was made for the purpose of 
‘*temporary convenience’’ and that they did 
not come under the provisions of the Act. 
The principal question in the present appeal 
was whether the order made by Mr. Justice 
Wylie of June 21 last was valid under the 
circumstances. 

In support of the appeal it was contended 
that, while the Land Commission, consisting 
of three or four persons, might have power 
under.the new Land Act and the rules con- 
nected with it to make such an order, Mr. 
Justice Wylie, being only a single member of 
the Land Commission, had no such power, and 
that dispute between the parties could not 
now be re-opened. 

For the respondent it was submitted that 
Mr. Justice Wylie was entitled to reconsider 
the decision he had previously given, having 
regard to the additional evidence supplied by 
the letters. It was also pointed out that 
under the Act there could be no appeal from 
decisions of the Land Commissioners, except 
on questions of law; that under certain cir- 
cumstances their decisions were final, and 
that the order of Mr Justice Wylie, made 
on 7th February, 1924, though binding, was 
only in the nature of an interlocutory order,

BUTTER. 


HOW TC PREVENT IT. 


With reference to the recent prosecutions 
| against home dairy farmers for selling butter 
containing an excessive percentage of 
moisture, the Cork Butter Trade Association 
point out that during hot, close, and heavy 
| weather it is: impossible for the home dairy 
farmers to produce butter containing only 16 
per cent. of water unless certain necessary 
conditions Are strictly observed. Home 
dairies must, in all cases, be well ventilated, 
particularly from the North, and a plentiful 
supply of cold spring water must be provided 
to cool the cream and the dairy itself. Good 
hutter cannot be produced unless there is good 
water and sweet pastures for the cattle. For 
this purpose lime is recommended, 

It is the experience of the Association that 
i dairies with well-thatched roofs are the coolest 
in hot weather. They are required to be fitted 
with a flat ceiling of tongued and grooved 
boards, which, when whitwashed, present a 
cool, clean, and refreshing appearance. 

The present system of dairy bhutter-making 
requires only small dairies, in which only the 
necessary utensils should be kept—viz., cream 
separators, cream oak tub, churn, and a few 
other dairv utensils, 

Butter made in cool dairies, where the 
temperature allows the cream to ripen pro- 
perly in hot weather, is by far the best quality 
butter, containing the lowest percentage of 
water. This is the butter that is required. 
It is sounder,-and keeps better than that pro- 
duced by any other system. 

The inspection of home dainies is suggested, 
and it is suggested that prosecutions shuld 
not be instituted unless it eould be shown 
that the excessive moisture was: intended to 
he deliberate and fraudulent. The Association 
‘@ ire farmers to understand that if they sell 
t®:ir butter as containing over 16 per cent. of 
water they cannot be prosecuted. 


HOW TO FEED BARLEY. 


Letters which have appeared recently in the 
agricultural Press give widely differing values 
for barley when fed on the farm, some putting 
the value nearly twice as high as others, At 
first glance it would appear as if some of 


nature of the food and the use to which ,it is 
put are considered, the explanatién is simple 
enough. 

Barley is rich in-carbohydrates (fat formers) 
and poor in albumenoids and mineral matter. 
The two latter are essential for building u 
the tissue and frame of the growing animal, 
and, consequently, unless they are supplied 
by some other part of the diet, a large amount 
of food is consumed ‘in the effort to obtain 
sufficient for the animal’s needs. 

When barley is fed with separated milk to 
pigs the deficiency is supplied by the milk, 
and the result is an economical feed which 
produces first-class bacon; but when there is. 
not an adequate supply of milk for this pur- 
pose, the amount of barley required to pro- 
duce the same increase in weight expands 
enormously, from. one and a half times to 
twice as much being needed. is can be 
remedied by the addition of 5 to 10 
depending on the age of the anim 
meal or meat ae, 7 latter has 
vantage that it is free from danger 
taint, even if fed carelessly ; be á word of 
caution is necessary.

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LIFTING AND CGARTING MANGELS. 
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CAN THE FARMER DISCOVER WHAT PAYS? 


, 


The discomfiture of those barley growers, 
who find that there is neither any necessary 


improvement in their circumstances when 
there is a bumper harvest, nor a natural im- 
provement in price when nature is niggardly, 
raises a question of interest to farmers, other 
than those in the eight counties which feed 
our breweries and distilleries. Stated briefly, 
the problem is this. Barley is cultivated in 
certain districts because experience proves 
the land is suited to the type of farming in 
which that crop grows in sufficient abundance 
to justify its important place in the whole 
scheme of farming. “The growing of cereals 
generally, the ‘‘ mixed ” farming, in which 
dairying is a prodominant factor, the ‘‘graz- 
ing ranch,”’ the arable farm, each of these has 
a tradition behind it, The practical. farmer, 
who “knows what he is garg] about, 
adopts the methods also adopte by his 
neighbours, and remains within the local 
tradition, not merely because '' what 
ood enough for his father is good enough 
for him,” but because experience proves him 
to be right. The immovable conservatism of 
old-time farmers is not, of course, an un- 
mixed blessing, but the city dweller owes 
more to it than he is aware of, and the 
system it represents, though often | 
gressive, is rooted less, perhaps, in the tiller 
of the soil than in the soil itself. Why then 
does not the farmer, who, out ol the accumu- 
lated experience of his predecessors, added 
to his own shrewd common sense, 15 making 
what is, in fact as well as in theory, '' the 
best, use of the land ” by barley or dry stock, 
or milch cattle, thrive upon :t’ That 1s one 
aspect of the problem. 


The Question of Prices. 


There is another. It does seem as if his 
knowledge of his own business desertgi even 
the shrewdest fatmer at the most critical 
point in his planning—the point which con- 
cerns prices, and, therefore, profits. ‘Take 
the barley grower. He may not have 
followed the latest word in regard to manur- 
ing, nor tried out such a statement, for in- 
stance, as the following in Mr. v. 18. 
Wilkins’s Research and the Land (issned last 
wéek by the English Ministry of Agriculture 
i luncti wi Ministry for 
in conjunction with the same - try io 
Northern Ireland and the Board of Agri- 
culture for Scotland): “ Most farmers who 
row winter barley for malting purposes give 
it plenty of phosphatic manures, but no 
nitrogen. The manunal trials throughout the 
country have shown that in practically every 
district the addition of nitrogen increases the 
yield without affecting the quality, whereas 
the increase of phosphates and potash has 
been of no benefit, either to yield or quality. 

We cite this as an example of what the 
farmer is expected to know, and» without 
knowledge of ouriown, He may not be aware 
of the Rothampstead experiments, or know 
| that field trials of certain hybrid barleys, 
which, it is believed, will resist the disease 
call ‘* blindness,’ are in . progress. But 
if his technical efficiency is not up to univer- 
sity standing, he can generally manage to pro- 
duce a good sound. saleable barley;on suit- 
able land under normal weather conditions. 
Why; then, can) he not make it pay? The 
answer may be that he often does; but 
“often ” is not often enough: Ask a barley 
grower why he cannot be sure that it will 
pay, and he will tell you; ‘‘because it is too 
much of a gamhle.” Perhaps he will céd a 
mild malediction on brewers or distillers, or 
maltsters, or all those who merchandise or 
handle his grain. The question for him is: 
“ How can I know whether it will pay or 
not?” And it is not easily answered, 
whether for the barley grower, the stock 
raiser, or any other man of the fields, who 
has the world market to face, and a very 
inadequate equipmert of marketigg know- 
ledge for his protection—or none fii all. 


A Difficult Question, sie 
Now, it is easy for agricultural journalists 
to put this question, but not easy for them 
to answer it; the best they can do is to point 
towards the sources from which the answer 
may, perhaps, be drawn. And the farmer 
is a little impatient of the authorities to 
whom he will be: referred. In this matter 
of barley he does not believe he is likely to 
gain much practical help from the local 
farmers’ union. He sees no likelihood of 
deliverance through the local co-operative 
society, nor do we think he will unless and 
until the Government or the banks are able 
to place at his disposal easy credits at low 
interest, which he may avail himself of 
through a combined marketing system. 1o 
refer him to ithe farmers’ union or to co- 
operation, however ap op these may 
prove ultimately (and we fre convinced that 
combination is one essential element in his 
success) is to Jeave him with his problem un-

The Farmer and His Crop. 


Before even tentative steps towards ascer- 
| taining the elements of any positive or con- 
structive reply can be taken, however, we 
must frankly realise how complex the ques- 
tion is. There are at least five elements m 
it, all inextricably interblended, and yet 
each distinct as a subject for separate study ; 
the farmer, the crop. co-operation, credits, 
markets. To the last three of these we do 
not propose just now to devote space. Many 
volumes have been devoted to the third or 
middle factor, and many more will be. It 
| is the pivot round which, for every country 
| exporting agricultural produce, profitable pro- 
‘duction turris; it is the link between the 
first factors and the two last. But it is 
i through the interactions of State and of some 
| Such voluntary organisation as the I.A.0.S. 
that these phases of the subject must adjust 
themselves.. We turn here to the first two, 
the farmer and his crop, which we will treat 
| together. If, as we always maintain, the 
farmer cannot, even if he would, escape from 
combination in the effort fo keep his 
head above water, neither can  com- 
binations escape from the individual. 
It may well be true to argue that the whole 
Is greater than the sum of its parts. It is 
certain that if you take some of the parts 
away, or if these act defectively, you will 
achieve no unified result. Now, if the 
problem of assuring himself in advance that 
his crop will pay, that it will be worth his 
while to continue raising barley on the best 
barley lands, milk in “ the Golden Vein”’ 
‘(or '' Vale” as some prefer), and sheep on 
the great. central plains, is to be confidently 
answered, the farmer has moré to do than to 
look to his technical processes to combine— 
hoping that his combine will do his market- 
ing for Itm—and somehow or other, pro- 
bably through a mixture of combination and 
State patronage, to solve his credit problems. 
All these he must do, but he remains an indi- 
i vidual farmer, and so he has also to do his 
| own accounting. 


Farm Accounting. 


So weak a spot is this, that we should not 
wonder if the average farmer of forty, having 
forgotten much of what he learnt up ‘to 
i fourteen, would shake his head over it as 
impossible. Well, if he cannot do it his son 
must, and this is a matter we think the 
Ministry. of Education, now enquiring into 
rural technical instruction as well as urban, 
must investigate. But the farmer cannot 
await another decade, or even half that time, 
until a Commission reports, the Ministry 
acts, and a new curriculum has begun to 
i bear fruit, in order to learn how he stands. 
| We wonder what proportion of farmers to- 
day keep books, or of these how many keep 
them so as to understand even approximately 
what it costs to produce a gallon of milk or 
to breed, feed and rear a sheep until it is 
marketed. Very probably many of those 
whose ‘“‘costings’’ are a matter rather of 
mother ink than of ‘bookkeeping can make a 
better shot at the losses and gains occurring 
in each branch of their farm business—com- 
plicated even on a very small holding—than 
many who, more bock learned than these, 
keep accounts after a fashion, but keep them 
wrong, not understanding, perhaps, the allo- 
eations of overhead charges, or even how to 
distribute productive expenses amongst their 
varyiig farm operations. 

But a stray good “ ghot ” at accounting 1s 
not enough. How many can tell whether 
more labour might not pay, or more 
machinery, or whether existing machinery 
had not better be sold or even scrapped? 
They have not been taught to do these 
things, ani arithmetic does not come by 
inspiration. On thing, we think, is certain. 
Whether through the University of Educa- 
tion or the Department of Agneulture, or 
some of the voluntary bodies which are 
‘‘out’’ to serve theefarmer, this question of 
costings will have to be solved, and he will 
have to bestir himself to get hetp towards 
its solution, or he will never know where he 
stands. The plain answer to our question Is 
that few farmers could tell quite certa’niy 
what paid last season, and even they who 
think they know would seldom profess to 
foretell what will pay next season. Between 
world markets, bad education and _ isolated 
farming it all remains “ a gamble.” 
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MILK AND SHAPES IN DAIRY 
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d tv ‘of over thirty farmers, organised 
by Bee E. i cá Supervisor, Bally- 
clough Cow-Testing Association, Mallow, re- 
cently visited the herd of Dairy Shorthorns 
of Sir Gilbert Greenall, Bart., C.V.O., at 
Mount Coote, Kilmallock.

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THE IRISH EGG TRADE.

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No fewer than thirty egg exporters have 
had their licences withdrawn, while many 
have been seriously cautioned, for offences 
under the Agricultural Produce (Eggs) Act. 

This being the first year of control in the 
matter of Irish eggs, it was, perhaps, inevi- 
table that, in July and August, when prices 
began to rise, exporters should run the risk 
they did in shipping eggs that had been held 
over by themselves or by their suppliers. At 
any rate, complaints to this effect were re- 
ceived from the other side of the Channel, 
and warnings were issued to every shipper, 
pointing out that, if abuses were discovered, 
registration would be withdrawn. As the re- 
sult of exhaustive inspection many cases of 
eggs were forfeited under the Act, and no 
fewer than 30 exporters’ licences were with- 
drawn.

MILKING BY ELECTRICITY.

Throughout Britain the custom of 
mechanical milking is spreading. The 
annual changing of farms in England and 
the ending of the Dairy Show have dis- 
closed a large number of new converts to this 
method of milking. Why should there not 
be a similar development in Ireland, in view 
of the quantity of electrical power that will 
be available on the completion of the 
Shannon Scheme? 

There has been a good deal of prejudice 
previously to anything but hand SE sa as 
it was declared that any other method would 
either damage the cows or cause them to dry 
up. Recent improvements in the machines 
have now eliminated these troubles, and it is 
sad to think that this utjlitarian age is 
signalling the departure of the time-honoured 
milk-maid. Still, the final court of appeal 
must be the cow. It may seem strange, but 
she prefers the machine to the man, for the 
former permits her to continue her rumina- 
tions and feeding undisturbed by the ‘‘ Whoa

milked throughout her career. Now 85 per 
cent. of the milk given by. a cow is secreted 
during the milking process. If the milking 
operation is not pleasing to her, her nervous 
system will automatically reduce the quantity 
supplied. Hence, proof is available in 
favour of this particular artificial way. 

A unit of electricity, costing, say, 
pence, will milk 36 cows, producing about 
100 gallons of milk. Of course, any form 
of power can be employed, though, if 
electricity is available, it is cheaper, cleaner, 
and less troublesome. In fact, the difficulty 
of getting an oil engine started on a cold 
morning has caused many milking plants to 
be set aside. . 


Hygiene, 


Questions of hygiene in the production of 
milk are receiving more and more attention 
every day. Many owners of Grade ‘‘A” 
herds rely entirely on machines for milking 
purposes. The reason for this is, that by 
using milking machines many of the usual 
sources of contamination are eliminated. For 
instance, there is no danger of -disease and 
infection, as a result of dirty hands, or by 
dirt falling from the cow's udder. Further, 
the dirt. from the byre cannot get into the 
milk, as it so often does when milking is 
done under ordinary methods with the usual 
pail, 
<Important as these changes are to the 
farmer, they are equally important to the 
public, who now demand a higher standard 
of cleanliness in the production of milk. The 
silver medals for the Clean Milk Competition 
in Middlesex and Essex were won this vear 
by farmers who carried out all their milking 
operations by Machines. 


THE LONDON PORK TRADE. 
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As compared with December last year, the 
London price of pork is hicher by 23d. against 
a reduction of 3d. per lb. elsewhere. It is 
clear, therefore, that the embargo on the im. 
ports of fresh meat from the continent has 
bad little effect on the prices of pork except 
in London. where there were larze supplies of 
Continental nork .The quantities of British 
and Irish pork pitched at the London Central 
Markets has been greater each month since 
prohibition took effect than in the correspond- 
ing months of last year, but the increase has 
been far from sufficient to meet the deficiency 
caused by the absande of imported fresh pork.

The quantity of British and Irish pork was 
inereased by 1,218 tons, or 125 per cent., dur-

That some form of co-operation between 
the university and the technical school 
was desirable, and that the schools should 
be made the stepping-stones to the univer- 
sities, was the opinion advanced at yes- 
terday’s sitting of the Technical Educa- 
tion Commission at 14 Hume street, Dub- 
lin, when the state of technical education 
in Cork was inquired into. i 

It was stated that the provision of funds 
for the erection of suitable technical 
schools was a prime necessity. : 

The striking of rates, which, it was sug- 
gested, should be mandatory, compulsory 
day courses and the question of increased 
fees were other matters under discussion. 

Mr. J. Ingram presided. Bae I 

Three witnesses: Messrs. W. Ellis, T.C., 
Chairman of the City of Cork Technical In. 
struction Committee; Mr. J. . King, 
A.M.I.M.E., Principal of the Crawford 
Municipal Technical Institate, and D. J, 
Coakley, F.A.A., Principal of the School of 
Commerce—were examined collectively. They 
submitted that the striking of local rates 
snould no longer be permissive, but manda- 
tory, and that the present limit of 2d. in the 
£ should be abolished, as had been done in 
Northern Ireland. e present system of 
attendance grants they considered unsatisfac. 
tory; being of pre-war origin it made no con- 
tribution to increased cost of the administra- 
tion side of technical education. Tne pro- 
vision of funds for the erection of technical 
schools was a pressing necessity, as instruc- 
tion was wane given in unsuitable buildings 
which adversely affected the efficiency of in- 
struction. 


A DANGEROUS STRUCTURE. 

_ The Cork School of Commerce was housed 
in an ordinary dwellinghouse, and the work 
was gap for want of proper accommoda- 
tion. and now the City Engineer had re. 
ported that the building 
structure. The Crawford Technical Institute, 
thougl opened as recently as 1911, for years 
past did not provide adequate suitable ac. 
commodation, and the Municipal School of 
Music was wretchedly housed. 

The witnesses favoured day courses to meet 
the needs of students who had left the 
primary and secondary schools and for those 
who had entered business, attendance at 
which courses should be compulsory. 

Mr. Coakley, replying to questions, said that 
the keeness for technical education had not 
developed to the point that they could in. 
crease the fees very much. Speaking of the 
night classes, he said that the students were 
at business all day, and required a good deal 
of backbone to attend school at night. There- 
fore, any little difficulty, such as increased 
fees, was bound to keep them away. 

Mr. King, answering Mr. John hí ó Mh 
said that as regards the domestic classes, 
the day students paid double fees—15s. per 
session. 

Mr. Good—Supposing the attendance at 
technical schools were made compulsory, 
would that effect the question of fees? 

Mr. Coakley, speaking for the Schgpl of 
Commerce, said that it would probably 
double the students. If compulso at- 
tendance applied to all classes, 
they could not have graded fees. 
He did not know if it were desirable to charge 
fees for compulsory attendance. It would be 
& great change for a boy or girl, who paid no 
= in we primary schools, to be called on 
© pay fees and compel them to attend the 
technica! school. 4 

Asked if he thought prizes would encourage 
and increase attendance, he said that he did 
not think so. 


| ATTENDANCE GRANTS. 

Discussing the payment of attendance 
grants, Mr. Coakly said that the present basis 
was intended for night schools, and, owing 
to the development of technicel education, 
when they tried to apply it to day schools it 
did not work, end, while he did not agree 
with the present system, they should retain 
it to some extent in hór te he fair, and 
meintain the same ratio between the different 
technical schools throughout the countrv. 

Mr. Good asked had they any constructive 
proposal to put forward as regards buildings’ 

Mr. Ellis—Only to increase the rates. 

Mr. King expressed the view that some 
form of co-operation between the university 
and the technical school was desirable in 
order to permit students from the latter to 
proceed to a degree, for instance, by accepting 
their work at the school or a stated standard 
sú an equivalent of the matriculation examina- 
ion. 

Mr. Ellis thought that the technical schools 
should be stepping-stones to the universities. 

Dealing with adult education, the opinion 
was expressed that provision should be made 
for public lectures and discussions on various 
subjects. The Cork Municinal School of 
Music attracted students from all classes, and 
the average attendances for the past session 
were between 360 and 400 students. Most of 
the students passed into lucrative positions. 

MUSIC. 


Answering Mr. Good, Mr, Ellis thought 
that music was supported on the other side 
of the Channel out of State funds to a larger 
extent than was the case in this country. 
They wanted the school of music put on the 
same basis as the school of art as to earning 
grants.

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REIGN OF LOUIS XIV. 


The second of the course of Lady Ardilaun 
Lectures on French History was given yester- 
day by Principal Grant Robertson at Alex- 
andra College, Dublin. With the help of 
geographical slides the lecturer explained the 
position of France in the reign of Louis 
XIV. in relation to other European Powers. 
The reign divides itself into two periods—the 
period of splendour, 1660 to 1685, and the 

iod of decline and subsequent catastrophe, 
685 to 1715. In 1685 succeeding periods of 
war had placed an intolerable burden on the 
resources of the country. In 1683 Colbert had 
warned the King that he ' had eaten up the 
future." 

The Netherlands, as a republic, was re- 
pugnant to the French, who believed in the 
divine right of the Monarchy: they regarded 
a republic as something that was politically 
inexpedient. In England was Charles, Louis's 
cousin, who had spent a large portion of his 
life on the Continent. The question for Louis 
was how to deal with Charles; he was soon 
to discover that the question was rather how 
to deal with the glish people.

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| PROTECTION FOR 


“PRINTING. 


DEMANDS AT DUBLIN 
‘MEETING. 


_ A public meeting was held in the 
Mansion House, Dublin, last night, the 
object of which was to demand protection 
for the printing industry. Several hundred 
men and women engaged in the trade 
marched in ; rocessional order through the 
principal streets, headed by the St. 
James’s Brass and Reed Band and the 
St. Laurence O’Toole’s Pipe Band. 

The Round Room: was packed to the 
doors when Mr. J. F. Campbell took the 
chair. Mr. Campbell declared that the 
meeting represented 3,500 organised 
workers anal every union connected with 
the printing and allied trades. 


UNEMPLOYMENT. 

At the present moment, he said, there were 
close on 500 members of the printing and 
allied trades out of employment in Dublin, 
and a very large number had been forced 
to emigrate SE” the past two years. Large 
sums of money had been paid out in un- 
employment benefits during that period, and 
the Dublin graphical Society alone had 
paid out £12,800 since Ist January, 1926. 

The system that permitted hundreds of tons 
of printing and stationery to be dumped at 
Irish ports week after week while hundreds 
of efficient craftsmen and women vainly were 
seeking employment was ‘not a good one for 
the country. There was a sufficient volume 
of printing work in Dublin and throughout 
Ireland to provide employment for at least 
three times the number at present engaged. 
In 1925 Ireland paid away to foreign countries 
well over a million and a half pounds for im- 
ported printing and stationery, most, if not 
all, of which could have been produced in 
Ireland, and unless the Government imposed 
protection this figure was more likely to 


increase. 

TRADE RETURNS. 
_ Mr. Campbell expressed the opinion that 
it would be futile to submit their case to the 
Tariff Commission, as it could easily be 
proved by the trade and shipping retarns of 
the rtment of Industry and Commerce. 
He believed that the Tariff Commission was 
set up merely to mark time until the present 
Government secured a further lease of power, 
and then, farewell to protection, probably for 
another four years. Tendon without work 
and a decent standard of living was not worth 
having. The printing trade was threatened 
with extinction and they would endeavour to 
rouse the public conscience to the need for

MR. J. J. WALSH’S SUPPORT.

Mr, J. J Walsh—The trade and shipping 
statisti¢s informs us that for the twelve 
months ended December last 77,089 ewts. of 
newspapers to the value of £182,335, and 
59,419 cwts. of books and other printed 
matter to the value of £366,902, were im- 
ported into the Saorstat. During the same 
period we drew from our limited resources 
the enormous sum of £1,057,137 for envelopes 
and notepaper, copy-books, boxes and cartons 
cardboards, writing paper and packing and 
wrapping paper, most of which could be made 
at home. In other words, in our mad desire 
to help the foreigner we deliberately collected 
from the Age: os counties for news and 
other kinds of paper the vast sum of 
£1,606,574. This is not only a tax on the 
people; it is national suicide. 

he adverse trade balance of the Saorstat 
during the past twelve months has amounted 
to the ap lling figure of eighteen millions of 
money. This vast sum has been drawn from 
bank deposits and from the pockets of the 
pe and handed over as a subsidy to 

oreigners. 
at is the 


) justification for permitting 
over half a million to leave the 
country for imported ‘news sheets? It 
cannot be claimed that this stuff is essential 
to the well-being of the people, or that any- 
body's mental or physical well-being would 
suffer if it were excluded. It is true that its 
exclusion would result in a great increase in 
the circulation of native newspapers, both 
daily weekly: an increase which would 
bring in its trail an added value to the ad- 
vertiser, increased employment to the wérker, 
new outlets for Irish brains and enterprise, 
and possibly a reduction in the price of the 
papers themselves. Wore we to extend this 
exclusion to a part of the million of money 
exported for other types of paper and print- 
ing, it would take no stretch of imagination 
to understand that a vast change would soon 
come about in the position of our paper fac- 
tories and printing establishments. 

In view of the conditions prevailing here 
to-day this is not, 1 submit, a case for Pro- 
tection alone, but mainly one for Prohibition. 
At least fifty per cent. of this imported 
matter could dispensed with without very 
serious inconvenience, What is wrong :8 
that we are suffering temporarily from a 
collapse in national spirit. I am not attempt- 
ing to interpret the mind of the Government 
in this or any other matter, but in a question 
of the kind the demand in the first instance 
ought to come from the people.

O'Kelly :—Ireland has in every 
branch of the printing and allied trades work- 
men and women as expert and efficient as 
may be found anywhere, and al! are at least 

ually willing to work if the opportunity be 
aflorded them. As the booklet which I send 
you herewith will show, there are manufac- 
turers and traders in Dublin who, while ap- 
pealing to the public to buy their goods be- 
cause they are made in Ireland, are them- 
selves| sending their printing orders to Eng- 
land.

_ Mr. Owen Fegan said that a fal) of 10s. 
in the wholesale price of bacon would result 
in a reduction of ld. in the retail price. 
There had been a reduction of 1d. in his 
prices for Irish bacon since June last. 

Mr. P. MeGorisk, in answer to Senator 
Farren, said that the farming community 
bought more American bacon than Irish. He 
had found that farmers preferred American 
bacon to Irish bacon at the same price. The 
average farmer in the neighbourhood bought 
a good class tea; some of them bought tea 
at 3s. 6d. a Ib. 

Mr. T. McCourt said that some of the 
farmers around Dundalk cured their own 
bacon. Since June he had reduced his bacon 
2d. per ib. Farmers preferred American 
bacon to Irish. ‘‘ We would sell about forty 
backs of American to two sides of Irish 
bacon,” said witness. There were very large 
percentage profits va rice, sago, and tapioca 
with all merchants, but this was because the 
turn-over was small. 

TRAVELLING “ SHOPS." 

Mr, B. McGuinness said that much farmers’ 
butter was sold in the market, and bought 
direct by the townspeople. Irish condensed 
milk was not sold in the shops, as the people 
did not want it. He had heard that it did 
not keep as well as imported stuff. There 
had been a marked incfease*in recent years 
in the number of retail shops in the country 
districts. There were also motors (what he 
might call travelling shops) selling goods 
through the cowWAtry. These took a certain 
amount of trade away from the town shops. 

Mr. Patrick O'Connell said that he cured 
much of his own bacon. The actual cost of 
the process was not much, the real cost came 
in the shrinkage of the bacon in the process, 
which often amounted to about 10 per cent. 
Some of the American. b.con was packed in 
borax and some in salt. The borax was used 
because it was milder, the salt leaving «a 
strong flavour. When the bacon arrived it 
was washed to free it of the borax; but if any 
had penetrated into the meat he did not know 
if that would be washed out. He did not 
handle Irish condensed milk. 

A MATTER OF ADVERTISING. 

If people were handed Irish milk they 
refused it, and wanted some foreign 
brand. He thought that the reason for this 
was that the Trish stuff was not well enough 
advertised. The other stuff was well adver- 
tised, and evéryone knew of it. The adver- 
tisements stated that the imported stuff was 
good for babies, and the people seemed to go 
on ‘this. He really thought it was a matter 
of advertising. 

Senator Farren—Do you think that in an 
agricultural country like this condensed milk 
should be given to babies! Would you give 
it to your own children? If the doctor 
ordered it, of course. 

Mr. O'Connell further stated that farmers 
would much rather have American than Irish 
bacon. He understood that they preferred it 
becanse. it was fatter and much better for 
cooking purposes. He thought the present 
system of travelling vans was very detri- 
mental to the town trade, and was bad for 
the farmers themselves. In the old days the 
farmer came to town and got food to do him 
for a month. The result was that he got 
better stuff, and got it nearly at wholesale

years his work was sufficiently difficult to 
engage all his energies. When he was 
ordained, if he had held a leading place in his 
year, either he continued his professional 
studies or else he was sent to one of the 
Diocesan Colleges, where his time was so 
taken up with teaching that, unless he was a 
man of more than ordinary determination and 
physical strength, it was impossible for him 
to continue his University studies. 

As a result of the setting up of a course 
of education with all that this step involved, 
he was sure that this defect in their system 


would be at least partially remedied, and 
that a Jittle variety would be lent by the ap- 


pearance every year of a few successful can- 
didates for the higher degrees. He was not, 
however, forgetful of the fact that the prin- 
cipal post-graduate studies of the College 
must naturally be confined to their own 
strictly professional subjects.

DEMAND FOR TARIFFS. 


The Irish Woollen Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, at a meeting in Dublin last Tuesday, 
put forward a further demand for protection. 
The Chairman (Mr. W. Cronin, Dripsey) said 
that in April Mr, Blythe told them to “ stop 
clamouring for protection.’ They kept on 
clamouring, with the satisfactory result that 
when President Cosgrave visited the Cork 
mills he was compelled to admit that the 
woollen industry had a good case for protec- 
tion. 

“Our clamouring,"’ continued the Chairman, 
‘forced Mr. Blythe to appoint an unsatis- 
factory Commission, but as a continuous 
example of the insincerity of the Government 
this Commission. though passed by the Dail 
last June, has not yet met. i 

“H it had gone to work in June, at least 
two industries would ere now have their 
claims decided on and a break put on emigra- 
tion; but we are six months behind now, and 
another and a larger season's import of 
woollens will have been dumped in before the 
Commission makes any progress.’’ 

The successful results of the tariff on 
blankets was, he added, clearly seen in the 
figures: of imports, as follows:—Year before 
tariff, 116, airs value £97,905; year 
after tariff, 55,153 pairs value £24,820. This 
tariff had saved at least four mills from ex- 
tinction. The public were getting excellent 
blankets as cheap as ever, A revival of in- 
terest in Irish manufactcres was overdue. 
Much, he said, could be done by the Govern- 
ment following on the lines of Lord Aberdeen 
Earl bare os and other Viceroys, who helped 
considerably to lead a certain class of people 
to support Trish goods.

CURIOUS EPISODE AT 
BOSSLARE. 


(From Our Lonpon. CORRESPONDENT.) 

The motor lifeboat of the Royal National 
Lifeboat Institution at Wexford has had the 
curious experience of rescuing a man on land. 

For many years the lifeboat station was 
situated at the end of Rosslare Point. Here 

was a pilot station. The very heavy 
gales at the end of 1924 swept away so much 
of the spit, including a iets, afá of the build- 
ings, that the lifeboat station had to be 
moved to Rosslare Harbour. The pilot 
station, however, remained. 

Now it has suffered the same fate. On the 
morning of November 5 signals of distress 
were seen on the pilot station, and the life- 
boat was launched, taking with it its board- 
ing boat. A hurricane was blowing with a 
heavy sea, and the lifeboat arrived to find 
the signalman of the station surrounded by 
the tide and the house in danger of falling. 

The lifeboat went as close to the shore as 
she could, and anchored. The boarding boat, 
with four men, then dropped down to the 
shore, held by a line from the lifeboat. She 
succeeded in rescuing the signalman, although 
by the time she reached him she was already 

f full of water, and was safely hauled to 
the lifeboat again.
